Soviet dispatches, however, de- 
elared the Red armies continue to 
advance, and have captured a num- 
ber of villages and German forti- 
fications on the Ukraine front. 

For the second successive day, 
Hitler's high command cited new 
Russian attempts to break out of 
Leningrad, and claimed they had 
been repulsed. 

NAZIS REINFORCED

Needs For 1942 


ULrliaAWA, Feb. ll—(CP)—If 
army enlistmente keep close to 
the level of the last four months 
Canada will be able to meet all 
requirements of the 1942 army 
Program by voluntary  enlist-. 
ments, Defence Minister Ralston 
said Tuesday in the House of 
Commons as he spoke in the 
throne speech debate. 

The program, he said, involved 
the-raddition of between 90,000 and 
100,000 men to the active military 
forces at home and overseas but of 
these only some 25,000 will go into 
new units. The others will be re- 
quired for reinforcements and re- 
serves, 

“I have faith in the success of the 
voluntary method if we all do our 
part,” said the minister. 
VOLUNTARi’ METHOD 

“With the background and tra- 
ditions which this country possesses, 
and which it would be folly to ig- 
nore, I prefer the voluntary method 
if it works and I shall do all I can 
to make it work. - 

“At the same time we cannot 
know what is ahead and I feel im- 
pelled to say—here I can speak only 
for myself—that if the voluntary 
system does not meet the needs of 
the fateful days before us, then | 
shall feel it my duty as part of my 
responsibility to advocate the adop- 
tion of the other method.”

FEDERAL ORDER ISSUED 


Used Tire Sales To Be Controlled 


OTTAWA, Feb. 11.—(CP) 
—tTerms of sale for used and 
retreaded tires and tubes 
were placed under strict con- 
trol today in an order issued 
by Supplies Controller Alan 
H. Williamson. | 


The new order provides that 
used tires or tubes, may be sold 
only at prices equivalent to prices 
charged for used tires or tubes in 
similar condition during the basic 
Period—Sept. 15 to Oct. 11, 1941— 
and “in no case at more than 75 
per cent of the published retail 
price for a new tire, tube or cas- 
ing of the same sise, brand and 
grade.” 

The ruling requires also that 
motor vehicles owners must turn in 
to the dealer a tire or tube of cor- 
responding size before purchasing a 
used, repaired, retreaded or recap- 
ped tire or tube.

Voluntary War 
Service Is Best 
Gardiner Says 


OTTAWA, Feb. 11.—(CP)—Ag- 
ticulture Minister Gardiner, 
speaking in the House of Com- 
Mons Tuesday night in support of 
the government's proposed man- 
power plebiscite, said he would 
remain opposed to conscription 
until it was shown to be more ef- 
fective than the voluntary system 
of enlistments. 

“I shall never say that under no 
circumstances will I support con- 

scription,” Mr, Gardiner said, “but 
I will say that until such time as I 
am convinced that we can get in 
Canada a more effective force un- 
der conscription than under vol- 
untary enlistment for overseas ser- 
vice, I am against conscription.” 

“*Yes' on the plebiscite will leave 
me free to make my decision with 
all the facts known,” he added. 

Mr. Gardiner dealt briefly with 
agricultural matters early in his ad- 
dress and expressed appreciation of 
the support farmers had given to 
Canada’s wartime agricultural pro- 
gram. 

The Throne Speech gave western 
farmers every reason to expect im- 
provement in their position and leg- 
islation would be introduced “as 
soon as possible,” the minister stat- 
ed.

Legislature Seeks 
Members Voice Need 


Government Control 


Currency 


Resolution declaring that the projected Dominion 
plebiscite, releasing the federal government of commitments 
restricting means of raising men for military service, should 
not be held unless it gave the people the opportunity of ex- 
pressing an opinion, not only on conscription of men but on 
government control of the issue of currency and credit, was 
passed by the legislature by a vote of 29 to 17, Tuesday night.

hours of debate the resolution was 
approved with a solid government 

vote against a solid opposition 
Stand. The resolution was moved 
by James Hartley, S.C-, Macleod, 
. and seconded by A. E, Fee, 8.C., 

Sedgewick. The house adjourned 

at 11:30 p.m. 

The resolution urged that the 
plebiscite be not held on the ground 
that it involved waste in time and 
money and would cause disunity 
among the people. 

ASKS “CLEAR MANDATE” 

If it was to be held, it further 
urged that it should give the voters 
“a clear mandate on the issue they 
are asked to decide,” and the peo- 
ple should be allowed to prove or 
disapprove, by their vote, not only 
conscription of men but mobiliza- 
tion of all resources “through effec- 
tive contro] and issue of currency 
and credit by the Dominion gov- 
ernment.” 

A section of an amendment mov- 
ed by Alfred Speakman, Red Deer, 
Independent group house leader, 
was accepted by the Social Credit 
members and embodied in the re- 
solution, stating that “In the opinion 
of this assembly the federal gov- 
ernment, in the exercise ‘of its con- 
stitutional powers and responsibil 
ity and in view of the present war 
situation, should take such steps as 
are necessary in the mobilization of 
manpower, materials and financial 
resources of this country in the pro- 
secution of a total war effort.” 


LIBERALS OPPOSED 

The government members, how- 
ever, refused to accept that section 
of Mr. Speakman’s amendment 
which called for deletion of refer- 
ences to “conscription of the mone- 
tary system” and, with these sec- 
tions left in the resolution, the In- 
dependent members refused to vote 
for it. 

The two Liberal members, J. J. 
Bowlen, Calgary, and Hugh John 
Macdonald, K.C.; Edmonton, de- 
clared they were completely op- 
posed to the resolution In any 
form and contended that the Do- 
minion government was justified 
in holding the plebiscite to 
release it from its 1940 election 
pledge, never to invoke conserip- 
tion for overseas service. A. J. 
Morrisen, Labor, Edson, was ab- 
sent, 

Independent M.L.A.’s who took 
part in the debate took issue with 
Social Crediters on the contention 
that the war effort was hampered 
by insufficient money and that the 
mobilization of material resources 
could be achieved by government 
issue of credit. To vote on such & 
question would create confusion, 
they said. They agreed with other 
parts of the resolution, they said, 
but refused to endorse it as sub- 
mitted by the mover or with ils 
final amendment, 


TEXT OF RESOLUTION 

Following is the text of the reéo- 
lution, as finally adopted; 

“whereas, the federal government 
has announced its intention of hold- 
ing a plebiscite or referendum on 
the following question: 

“Are you in favour of releasing 
the government from any obliga- 
tion arising out of any past com- 
mitments restricting the method 
of raising men for military ser- 
vice?” 

and even an affirmative answer ‘o 
this question does not commit the 
Dominion government to imple- 
menting the decision of the peopie 
as expressed in the 1940 electjon to 
wage with the other members of 
the British Commonwealth of 
Nations total war against the Axis 
powers; and 

Whereas, the conscription of 
manpower cannot be effective in 
total warfare until we also have 
the total conscription of our 
monetary system in order to mob- 
ilize all material and natural re- 
sources; and 

Whereas, the Dominion govern- 
ment has all the constitutional au- 
thority necessary to enable it to 
wage total war; 

Now, therefore, be it resolved, 
that this assembly register a strong 
protest against the proposed refer- 

endum or plebiscite as ¥ is an un- 
warranted expenditure of energy 
and a serious loss of valuable time 
when the hordes of aggression are 
threatening the very existence of 
the British Empire; an inexcusable 
expenditure of public funds so urg- 
ently needed for increasing stil] fur- 
ther our war effort; and a cause of 
disunity at a time when complete 
harmony was never more essential 
than at present in order to enable 
Canada to render the greatest ser- 
vice possible to the British Empire 
in the present world crisis; and 

Be it further resolved that, in 
the opinion of this assembly the 
federal government, in the exer- 
cise of its constitutional powers 
and responsibility and in view of 
the present war situation, should 
take such steps as are necessary 
in the mobilisation ef manpower, 
materials and financial resources 
of this country in the prosecution 
ef 9 total war effort, and 


cite to the people, such referendum 
or plebiscite should be worded in| 
such a manner that the people can/ 
give a clear mandate on the issue 
they are asked to decide, and that 
in any plebiscite submitted, the peo- 
ple should be given an opportunity 
}of approving or disapproving not 
only of the conscription of man- 
Power but also the complete mobil- 
|ization of all our material and fin- 
ancial resources through the effec- 
tive control ‘and issue of all cur- 
Trency and credit by the Dominion 
Government 


“DUTY TO GOVERN” 


In moving the resolution, Mr. 
Hartley declared the federal gov- 
ernment was evading its duties in 
not taking immediately whatever 
measures were necessary for the full 
prosecution of the war. “The first 
duty of an elected government is to 
govern,” he gaid. “The electors 
@ave them the authority on the un- 
derstanding they would accept the 
responsibility.” , 

‘He said, “The people are not 
afraid of conscription but they are 
not going to risk their lives in order 
to help the rich to become richer 
and the poor to become poorer.” 
Boys and young men today, he said, 
were asking what the post-war per- 
fod held for them and these ques- 
tions were not being answered to 
their satisfaction. This was the rea- 
son voluntary enlistments were not 
what they should be, 

When they return, Re said, they 
should not be asked to give what 
they have left of their lives to pay 
the cost of the war, 


U.8. ACTION 

“We need eonsecription ef the 
banking system,” Mr. Hartley said. 
“That does not mean conscription 
of homes and businesses, Con- 
scription of financial resources does 
not mean taking what money a man 
has in the bank.” 

He declared the Americans were 
being asked to send troops te 
Australia because Canads, a sister 
dominion, could not equip her 
present troops. The United States, 
he sald, did not believe in waiting 
until it had best the enemy off 
ite shores. 

“What a picture—Australia: cry- 
ing to the United States for gid!” he 
said. “Why didn’t she cry to Can- 
ada? Possibly because she knows 
Canada is taking a referendum. I 
wonder if we cried to Britain for 
aid if Mr. Churchill would first 
have to call a referendum.” 

“Our enemies are ruthless and 
determined,” he said, “while we 
quibble about promises. 

“Conscription is necessary, but 
more than the conscription of. men 
we need conscription of our re- 
sources on the basis of national 
service for all. Canada must throw 
her full weight into the fight for 
a speedy victory.” 

STRESSES LEADERSHIP 

In seconding the resolution, Mr. 
Fee said that the war was driving 
home to democratic nations that 
democracies could not compete 
with totalitarianism while they 
were being “strangled by a debt 
creating system.” 

The Dominion victory bonds, he 
said, were a good investment, sub- 
acribed to by Social Crediters, but, 
“The danger is not in the security 
of the bonds but in the security of 
the investors, lest the bonds be 
squeezed out of their possession by 
economic pressure exerted by the 
pincer. movement of the banking 
institutions.” 

Urging coMscription of the mone- 
tary system, he said, “This is a war, 
not a Roman holiday for bankers 
and politicians. The prayers of 
every thinking man and woman in 
Canada today should be—give us 
leadership and we will give you 
victory.” 

SPEAKMAN’'S VIEW 

Mr. Speakman slated thal, in 
speaking to the resolution, he did 
not commit his fellow Independents 
to his way of thinking. “This is 
not a matter of party policy; it is 
not a governmental resolution,” he 
said. “It is not a matter of pro- 
vincial policy but is one in which 
we are vitally interested as cliti- 
zens,” 

He said the efforts of other 
countries, including Germany, 
Japan and Russia, in effectively 
mobilising manpower, had proved 
that government issue and con- 
(rel of money was net essential 
te the most effective utilization of 
manpower. 

‘Though we detest Germany's 
methods, she has used her man- 
power in a most effective manner 
through conscription,” he said. “But 
we have yet to hear that she has 
conscripted her monetary systém 
in the manner suggested here.” He 
believed the issue of money in the 
manner suggested by the Sovial 
Credit government would bring 
great danger. 


MONETARY CONTROL 


Policies of raising men for mili- 
tary service which might have ap- 


peared sound two years ago, he 
said, now were pitifully inadequate 
He concurred with the thought in 
the resolution. that “when a gov-

The majority of people in Canada, 
he added, had little knowledge of 
the financial system advocated in 
the resolution and to ask a vote on 
it would only raise confusion in the 


e country. . 
And edit Hon, W. A, Fallow, minister of 
r publfe works, said the Alberta gov- 


ernment objects to the proposed 
plebiscite because it is negative and 
commits the Dominion government 
to nothing “except to craw! out of 
some promise that was understood 
at the last election. The peopie 
want something positive.” 

Mr. Fallow said conscription of 
the monetary system did not mean 
conscription of bank accounts 
and businesses, adding people 
were prepared to give every- 
thing in a total war effort, but 
felt there wae no justice or equity 
in doing something to place 
greater centralized control of 
money in the power of those who 
control it now. 

Hitler saw fit to “kick the bank- 
ers out of Germany” and take con- 
trol himself, Mr, Fallow said, and 
praising the Russian war effort said 
Russia had not become industrial- 
ized on the banker's dollar but had 
borrowed exchange only for foreign 
transactions. 


TOTAL WAR EFFORT 

Mr. Macdonald said he was un- 
able to support either the resolution 
or the amendment of Mr. Speak- 
man, “I am in favor of conscription 
and I agree with an all-out war 

effort,” he said, “but the Dominion 
government had no other honorable 
course to adopt than to submit the 
question to the people. 

“There is great need for com- 
Plete harmony and unanimity of 
Purpose and perhaps it is not the 
best thing to bring in this resolu- 
tion. It is our duty to vote on the 
Plebiscite and to say yes.” 

Prime Minister Mackenzie King, 
he said, had stated that the govern- 
ment had one object—a total war 
effort and a balanced effort. It was 


prepared to employ compulsion 
where necessary. 

Canada was now “leaning to- 
wards conscription,” he said, but 


the only way for the government 
to be relieved of its promise was to 
ask the people. 


FOR POSITIVE ISSUE 

Hon. E, C. Manning, minister of 
trade and industry, said that, if fin- 
ance was not the basic reason that 
Canada was not fully mobilized, 
then “there is something radically 
wrong with the people.” 

He did not objeet to the clause 
proposed by Mr. Speakman calling 
for mobilization of material re- 
sources as well as manpower, but he 
did object to the clause which 
would delete the reference to mone- 
tary reform in the resolution. 

The resolution, he sald, only 
asked for a positive issue and 
ber wwiaci contro! of finance if 

@ government eded with 
the plebiscite, ny 
To Mr. Speakman’s suggestion 
that this issue would cause con- 
fusion, he said, “I am not prepared 
to acknowledge that the people are 
so ill-informed.” 

Asked by Mr. Bowlen if he favor- 
ed conscription of wealth, Mr. Man- 
ning replied, “No, that is confisca- 
tion.” 

Hon. Lucien Maynard, minister of 
municipal affairs, took issue with 
Mr. Macdonald's statement that the 
Prime minister was compelled to 
submit the plebiscite. “He knows 
that circumstances arise in which 
a man can't keep a promise,” he 
said, 

Prime Minister King, he said, 
had stated in 1935 that Canada 
Could not be committed to war 
without consulting the people, yet 
in 1939, he had declared war on 
the authorization of parliament. 

He moved a sub-amendment to 

the amendment of Mr. Speakman, 
retaining the addition to the re- 
solution but dropping the proposed 
deletions. This was later carried on 
a straight government - opposition 
split. 

“DRESS REHEARSAL” 

Mr. Bowlen was opposed to the 
resolution. “I don’t think it ac- 
Complishes anything.” he said, “It 
is just a dress rehearsa) for the 
government on monetary reform 
and it throws an obstacle inthe way 
of the Dominion government.” 

“I am sure the plebiscite will 
come up and I am sure it wil! be 
carried with a large majority,” he 
said. “And when it is passed I 
have no doubt of what the govern- 
ment of Canada will do.” 

He felt that many speakers who 
criticised the federal govern- 
ment’s war effort did not realise 
the “magnitude of the job.” Re- 
tooling of the factories for pre- 
duction ef war machinery had 
been a tremendous undertaking, 
he said, as the equipment could 
net be bought, but had te be made 
as quickly as poasibie. 

The resolution, he said, brought 
up a controversial subject. “Why 
can't our premier fall in line and 
co-operate with the federal govern- 
ment, instead of all this sniping?” 
he asked. 

“We are going to vote on the 
plebiscite. I am satisfied that it 
will pass and the government will 
bring in conscripton, and I'm for 
that,” he said. 


STILL UNEMPLOYED 

R. E. Ansley, S.C, Leduc. said 
there still are unemployed in Can- 
ada and factories are not working 
at capacity and urged many of 
these factories could handle war 
orders if they had the financial re- 
sources. 

D. M. Duggan, Ind., Edmonton, 
said he “defied any man in this 
house to produce any evidence in 
support of the statement made by 
government speakers that the war 
effort had suffered from lack of 
money

“PLEDGED WORD SACRED" 

“The second thing they agreed on 
is that a so-called national gov- 
ernment is not necessary to the 
successful prosecution of the war, 
or, in the alternative, that the, pres- 
ent government is the nearest ap- 
proach to a national government 
which Canada can have at present.” 
he said. 

“The third thing is that the pledg- 
ed word of any public man or great 
political party should be sacred 
and only withdrawn when consent 
is given.” 

Election of J. W. Noseworthy, 
C.C.F, candidate, in York South, 
might be accepted by some as en- 
dorsation’of the C.C.F. policy, but 
on the other hand the defeat of 
Mark Kriluck, C.C.F. candidate

SCRAP IRON CASE 

A. J. Hooke, S.C., Rocky Moun- 
tain, said: “We are only insisting” 
that Prime Minister Mackenzi¢ 
King keep the pledge he made in 
1935 — that until the control of 
credit is returned to the people, 
all talk of democracy is idle and 
futile. 

A. V. Bourcier, S.C., Lac Ste. 
Anne, replying to the argument the 
war effort had not been hampered 
by lack of money, claimed carloads 
of scrap iron were lying idle at 
western points because the cost 
was prohibitive to send it to east- 
ern Canada. 

He said the obstacle of cost in- 
dicated lack of money, suggesting 
if the railways could not carry the 
scrap iron at cheaper rates the 

federal government had to pay 
the cost to ensure a maximum 
war effort, 

E. O. Duke, S.C., Pincher Creek- 
Crowsnest, asked “How much long- 
er is Mackenzie King going to 
dilly-dally?” He said “the German 
submarines are in our eastern 
waters and the Japs will soon be 
here, judging from their progress 
in the Far East.” 


INTEREST RATES 

Mr. Hartley, mover of the reso- 
lution, in closing the debate, said 
the Dominion government was pay- 
ing chartered banks three to five 
per cent for money to finance the 
war, while in Britain the govern- 
ment was borrowing at one-quarter 
of one per cent. 

Replying to the contention there 
was no shortage of men, Mr. Hart- 
ley said he saw a letter from Hon. 
J. L. Ralston, minister of national 
defence urging employers to “shoo 
men off to enlist,” and train other 
people to take their positiona

saying there is no immediate need 
for conscription for overseas, Muni- 
tions Minister Howe had said there 
was no. immediate need tor con- 
scripting manpower for supply, and 
as far as he could sce for overseas, 

“1, as minister of agriculture, 
have stated that the only real 
difficulty having to do with help 
on the farm is one that cannot be 
improved by conscription, but has, 
&s a matter of fact, been accentu- 
ated by the degree of conscrip- 
tion we already have,” Mr, Gard- 
iner added. 

“I am prepared to state now that 
if the only thing that is desired is 
more men for overseas, more can 
be secured under the yoluntary 
system properly applied now or at 
any other time than could be sec- 
ured under the policies advocated 
in either the amendment or the 
sub-amendment (to the address in 


reply to the speech from the 
throne).” 
(The Conservative amendment 


proposes complete mobilization of 
the wealth and material resources 
of the nation, and, on a selective 
basis, of full manpower and wom- 
anpower. 

(The C.C.F, sub-amendment asks 
that the plebiscite be used to seek 
support for the complete and ef- 
fective conscription of war indus- 
tries, accumulated wealth and fin- 
ancial institutions at the same time, 
and on the same basis as the con- 
scription of manpower.) 


FAITH IN LEADER 

The vote in the house of commons 
On the amendment and sub-amend- 
ment would prove that Prime Min- 
ister Mackenzie King could “muster 
the strongest vote in the house of 
commons of any man either inside 
or outside the house,” Mr. Gardiner 
said. 

“It is because the people of 
Canada know that the prime 
minister wilt not lightly discard 
the pledged wofd of their party 
given under, its two greatest 
leaders (Sir Wilfred) Laurier and 
the present prime minister, that 
they will vote ‘yes’ on the plebis- 
cite,” he sald. 

The government's one desire was 
to lead Canada “in a united bal- 
anced three-fold effort to assist in 
driving Naziism and Fascism from 
the world forever.” 

“If that desire is to be consum- 
mated,” he continued, “it can only 
be done by keeping as many as 
should be employed producing 
munitions and machines of war, by 
keeping as many as should be em- 
ployed in producing food, but by 
refusing to allow either one or both 
under selective or any other sys- 
tem to interfere with placing an 
effective fighting force in the air, 
on the sea and on land whenever 
required.” 

QUEBEC'S CONTRIBUTION 

Quebec’s contribution in war 
materials and men had placed that 
province in a position “where her 
representatives in this house do not 
need to:plead her cause,” he said. 

“Welland has so stated, South 
York has so stated. Every English 
Liberal member in this house 
Pledges himself to the British 
Liberal principle of persuasion, 
even to consent to conscription.” 

The minister referred to the var- 
iety of nationalities other than 
British represented in Canada’s 
population. 

“If it is necessary in order to 
bring in conscription to insult both 
their intelligence and their patriot- 
ism by repeating the terrible mis- 
takes of 1917, then by all means 
forget conscription.” P 

“You cannot make unwilling con- 
scripts fly planes. You cannot make 
unwilling conscripts fight tanks, 
you caMnot put a whole band of 
conscripts on corvettes. 
“This is a job for Soldiers inspir- 
ed by a conviction which will com- 
pel them to fight.” 


“SO-CALLED PATRIOTS” 
Dr. Pierre Gauthier (Lib. Port- 
neuf). criticized “so-called patriots” 


who advocate conscription and ar- 
gued that Canada should look to 
sending 


her own defences before 
conscripts overseas, and look to 
her own economic security before 
making gifts to the United King- 
dom as proposed in the speech from 
the throne. 

He suggested the conscription 
plebiscite would not be proposed 
by the government unless it had 
some idea of introducing conscrip- 
tion, and declared that he could 
not ask his people to release the 
governinent from its anti-conscrip- 
tion pledges.

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Delaying Action 


The intensified attacks on Singa- 
pore and Bataan are said to have been 
ordered by Tokyo, in order to crush re- 
sistance there and clear the way for 
immediate invasions of Java and 
Burma. These are the two big objec- 
tives in the campaign in the South Paci- 
fic. The capture of Java would give 
the Japanese the oil they need for their 
ships and planes. If the Burma road 
could be cut, China would be isolated 
from its Allies. 

But Bataan and Singapore in Allied 
hands would be dangerous air and 
naval bases on the flank of the Japan- 
ese routes to Java and Burma; hence 
they must be captured if possible as 
preliminary steps in the drive for the 
major objectives. That either of these 
outposts can be held indefinitely has 
not been claimed at Washington or 
London. What has been hoped is that 
they could both be held long enough 
to allow reinforcements to reach Java 
and Burma in such strength as to make 
these thoroughly defensible. 

Whether even this can be done only 
time and the event can show. What is 
certain is that in either post brave men 
are fighting with full knowledge of how 
much may depend upon their success in 
making a prolonged stand. 


The Japanese In B.C. 


While his colleagues from British 
Columbia are urging that the Japanese 
be moved out of that province, an On- 
tario member of parliament says they 
must not be moved into’ his province 
“because they would want to stay.” Of 
course they would. If they happened to 
be Canadian-born or naturalized citi- 
zens, under what process of law could 
they be denied the right to stay? And 
if they were Japanese “nationals,” par- 
liament must not forget that there are 
a lot of Canadians in the clutches of the 
Japanese authorities. 

Just what to do with these people, 
some of whom must for safety be sent 
out of British Columbia, is a question 
bristling with difficulties. The fact is 
evident that they are not wanted at 
large anywhere, but neither has any- 
body been heard arguing that the tax- 
payers owe them a free living in an in- 
ternment camp. And the complement- 
ary fact is that they are in Canada and 
cannot be shipped out. 

They will have to be dealt with, and 
dealt with fairly. Probably the only 
way to do that is to deal with them in- 
dividually, interfering only with those 
who invite actual suspicion and treat- 
ing these as other alien enemies are 
treated. To adopt any unusual or dis- 
criminatory class method of handling 
Japanese residents’ of the Dominion 
would give Tokyo a pretext for re- 
prisals, 


Buy To The Limit 


Mid-winter is not a good time to sell 
bonds to the general public. Family ex- 
penses are at the peak. Municipal bud- 
gets are being made up and the first 
tax instalment dates cannot be many 
months away. Dominion income taxes 
will be due next month. A spring drive 
for war service funds is on the pro- 
These are not avoidable obliga- 
They have to be met, and it is 
publicly, as well as privately, desirable 
that they be met on time. Nor will it 
do to suspend the buying of war sav- 
ings certificates. These demands will 
make it impossible for some, and un- 
usually difficult for most, to buy war 
bonds. 

But as there will have to be another 
bond issue later in the year, a winter- 
time sale is unavoidable. The war cost 
is not seasonal; it goes on day after 
day, winter and summer; and it is 
easier to market the year’s bonds in 
two issues than one. The campaign 
now starting could not be put off until 
summer without spacing the two sales 
too closely together. 

It is therefore up to every person 
who is earning money to get out the 
lead pencil, tote up the unavoidable 
commitments, and see how much can 
be spared for bonds. That winter condi- 
tions will make buying difficult for 
many means that others will have to 
buy to the limit. The money is needed, 
every cent of it. 


The Realistic View 


Do the results from Monday’s four 
by-elections imply that public opinion is 
anti-conscription and will defeat the 
plebiscite? Nothing of the kind. The 
voters in two Ontario constituencies re- 
fused to be stampeded into demanding 
conscription for oversea service. The 
voters in two Quebec constituencies re- 


fused to be stampeded into “rebelling” | 


against possible oversea conscription, 

In both provinces electors took the 
middle ground—and the middle ground 
is conscription if and when necessary, 
parliament to be the judge as to that. 
In neither case was the proposal to 
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fore it was inferentially approved in 
both. 

How the voters of these constituen- 
cies will mark their ballots when the 
plebiscite is held cannot be known from 
the polling on Monday; still less wheth- 
er they will be in step or out of step 
with the voters of the two provinces at 
large. 

But the significant thing is that in 
all four constituencies the electors took 
a realistic view of the war and refused 
to be swayed by appeals to emotion or 
prejudice. They remembered, despite 
the distracting oratory, that the urgent 
matter is not to send a huge Canadian 
army oversea, but to carry on and ex- 
pand our all-round war program; in- 
cluding the despatch of troops oversea, 
the building up of large and well-equip- 
ped home defence forces, and the pro- 
duction of munitions and food and 
other necessities to the limit of our 
capacity. 

Voters who take this plain and 
sensible view of the situation are not 
at all likely’ to refuse to say when vot- 
ing time comes that parliament shall 
have a free hand as to where troops 
are needed and the methods to, be em- 
ployed in raising them. If opinion 
throughout Quebec is the same as in 
Quebec East and St. Mary’s, people in 
other parts of Canada may get a wel- 
come surprise when the plebiscite re- 
turns come in from that province.

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Hitler Calls His Robots 


Europe’s Conquered Populations ‘ 


Move Into Germany as 
Virtual Slaves 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 

The mysterious visit of Reichsmarshal 
Hermann Goering to Italy has been par- 
tially explained, 

The news has leaked out of Rome that 
at least part of his mission was to demand 
the movement into Germany of a tre- 
mendous body of Italian workmen to re- 
place German workmen who are required 
for training in the army. 

Goering’s sudden trip 
to Italy was kept very 
secret, His presence was 
not announced until he 
had been three full days 
in Rome. 

There is reason to be- 
lieve that this secrecy 
was maintained, not he- 
cause the Axis wished to 
hide the visit from the 
Allies, but a Mn ithe 
feared the reaction of the . Weir 
Italian people if it be- tas dn 
came known that Goering was talking to 
officials whose identity might reveal the 
purpose of his mission. 

All Italians are not Fascists, Indeed, it 
is possible that comparatively few Italians 
are Fascists today. And there is still 
enough love of liberty among these peo- 
ple to deeply resent the implication that 
they have become chattels or even robots 
to be moved about at Hitler's pleasure to 
do Hitler's menial work. 


Slave Peoples 
Yet that is exactly what it all amounts 


to, 

To fill the depleted ranks of his army 
in Russia, Hitler has had to call up hun- 
dreds of thousands of trained workmen in 
Germany. He must therefore find replace- 
ments for his huge industrial army if Ger- 
many’s war production is to be maintained 
at its present level. 

So he begins to apply his plan of the 
New Europe, worked out months and per- 
haps years ago, which is to manipulate the 
non-Germanic populations of Europe in 
exactly the same manner as the Romans 
once employed their slaves. 

It is an instance, I suppose, of the 
Nemesis that stalks all through history. 

Fifteen or more centuries ago, the 
Romans carried off Germanic barbarians 
to do their fighting for them. 

Today the Germanic barbarians carry 
off the Romans to do their laboring for 
them, . 

A fair exchange, as the saying goes, is 
no robbery, 

The thing to be noted, however, is the 
manner of which the German Reich, after 
the best uncivilized fashion of the Roman 
Empire, coolly assumes the inferiority of 
its allies and their status as slave peoples.

Signs in Germany indicate that pre- 
parations for the spring drive are well 
underway. Germans living abroad, aged 
29 to 45, were ordered to register at their 
consulates at the beginning of this month. 
All sport competitions have been cancelled 
throughout Germany. 

Whatever forces this | og calling- 
up will produce, they will on no account 
reach the number of troops Hitler needs, 
Thus, Germany has to call on her own 
able-bodied workers to fill the large re- 
maining gaps. 

Nazi Policy 

The essence of the»Nazi labor policy 
is summed up in these words in a Berlin 
newspaper: 

“Not counting war prisoners, Germany 
employs more than 2,000,000 foreign work- 
ers. But that is not sufficent, considering 
that the Reich is fighting for the whole 
continent.” 

The inference is clear. Germans will 
be the fighting class. The rest of Europe 
will supply the laboring class. 

Italy’s part in this is clear enough. 
Italy’s workers number about 5,000,000, 
according to recent reports. 

A good part of them is required in 
Germany, added to the 132,000 already 
there, The difficulty arises in, the fact that 
Italians are not keen to leave their com- 
paratively well-fed homeland for the cold 
and severely disciplined Germany.

Editor, Bulletin: At the present time 
there is being presented to the general 
public the greatest object lesson of what 
can be done under a proper economic sys- 
tem. 

To win the war it is necessary that we 


must have a maximum production of al- 
most every kind of mineral, (gold is ex- 
cluded) every kind of textile, every kind 
of food and innumerable other materials. 
And to do this, as well as supply army 


and navy forces, it is absorbing all our 
man and woman power to the point where 
there is not only no unemployment but 
an actual shortage of labor. 

Just a pause here to ask a question: 

While it is necessary that these condi- 
tions obtain to eradicate poverty in time 
of peace? One question nearly always 
leads to another, and the thinker will ask, 
“What about our half million or more in 
the fighting forces who are now none 
producers?” The answer as I see it: 

1—Canada should never have less than 
200,000’ young men from 18 to 20 years 
taking military training for at least a year, 
and no young man except who is physic- 
ally fit. . 

2—While our war material is increas- 
ing by leaps and bounds our peace-time 
material is decreasing accordingly and will 
have to be built up. 

3—To banish poverty and reach the 
standard of living to which the people are 
entitled will take an even greater amount 
of production than the war, absorbing all 
the man power discharged from the fight- 
ing forces. 

What about the cost? 

The cost is natura] resources, 5uch as 
minerals, textiles, agricultural products, 
and man and woman power.

high, wide and handsome over the earth 
or deep under the sea, but we must have 
money, your money, to perform its proper 
function.” And quite rightly the people 
who do not actually need it let it go for 
that purpose with the understanding they 
get it back. 

However, needs command greater pro- 
duction, and there is not enough money 
to fulfil its purpose, and here's the rub: 
We go to the bankers, a highly privileged 
bunch of people, more highly privileged 
than all the rest of the population, and say 
we need more money, and agree to pay 


| them usury for the use of it. 


Where do the banks get it? Well, that’s 
where they are so highly privileged and 
it is your privilege to ask them. 

No, with all their powers they can’t eat 
you, but, unless you learn this lesson, can 
and will enslave you to the extent of a 
further needless national interest debt. 

Social security is the crying need of 
the hour and has been endangered by a 
system responsible for the war. So let 
us make one of the aims of winning the 
war be a change of system

Greater Intelligence Required To Meet Political Warfare 


Espionage Being Countered by ‘ 
Those Methods Which were 
Obsolete 20 Years Ago 
By DOROTHY THOMPSON 

In dealing with so-called “enemy” 
aliens, we are following a concept and 
procedure which, presuming that every 
man is loyal to the country of his citizen- 
snip, classifies the potentially loyal or 
disloyal according to that standard only. 

In the East the war ts almost wholly a 
war to which such concepts generally 
apply. The Japanese are 
not waging a war for 
“shintoism.” The Japan- 
ese government has never 
tried to organize Japan- 
ese-Americans into 
groups to influence im- 
mediately the domestic 
} and foreign licies of 
the United States govern- 

a ‘8 ment; nor does it count 
Dorothy on being able to engineer 

Thompson through them continual 
assaults on the American mind. 

In the field of political warfare within 
the United States, the Japanese are quite 
helpless. 

But the war in the west is different, It 
began with counter-revolutions in Europe, 
as civil war, inside Italy and Germany. In 
these civil wars, the Fascist or Nazi parties 
attacked democratic institutions and per- 
sonalities, and eliminated them from Ital- 
jan or German life. Since expansion, or 
“Lebensraum,” is an integral necessity’ of 
Fascism, war was always implicit in its 
counter-revyolution. The elimination of 
democratic institutions and the exiling of 


fe 


democratic personalities had, therefore, 
a double purpose: to effect the internal 
counter-revolution and to remove the 
friends of other democracies abroad, 


Non-Aryans 

In Germany and Italy, another factor 
was introduced. All ‘“non-Aryans” were 
deprived of their rights of citizenship and 
work, and hundreds of thousands of them 
driven into exile, 

Many of these voluntary and enforced 
exiles eventually came to the United 
States. They are those people who lost 
the first battles of this war and went 
to democratic countries. Eventually the 
successful internal counter-revolutions 
turned outward into aggressive | inter- 
national wars. 

But these international wars continued 
to be counter-revolutions as well. Fascism 
and Nazism were welded together into an 
international political movement, which 
was organized inside all countries, both 
through German and Italian nationals and 
through men and women of German and 
Italian race, The Nazis introduced first 
the concept that all men and women of 
German race (not nationality merely) 
were claimed by the Third Reich. 

But to them were added sympathizers, 
those attracted by the ideology, so that it 
was possible to give a plan to all the coun- 
ter-revolutionary movements inside the 
western countries, give them a common 
program, guide their activities and build 
them into subversive forces, Thus, the 
Nazi propaganda and tactics have been 
dished out by Father Coughlin, by the 
Silver Shirts, the Knights of the White 
Camellia, the Ku Klux Klan, and over a 


hundred other native Fascist groups, as 
well as by the German-American Bund, 
and by more respectable bodies, 

The Fascintern completely disregards 
the element of nationality. Its concept 
aligns men not according to national 
allegiances, but according to ideological 
allegiances. 

It is true that in all countries sabotage, 
espionage, and much of the propaganda 
work has been directed from consular 
offices, but the Fascist movements in each 
country are quite independent of consular 
agencies. They have been given their line, 
and are still pursuing it. Their business is 
fo create in congress majorities unfavor- 
able to the President, thus paralyzing his 
program and the country as well, counsel 
slow-down tactics in war industries, play 
down the war in the west, continue efforts 
for appeasement with the Nazis, denounce 
anti-Fascists as Communists, and break 
down American morale by confusing the 
aims of the war. 

In short, during the international war, 
they continue to conduct the international 
civil war; they operate untiringly in the 
realm of political warfare, on their now 
famous pattern that one can destroy a | 
country as effectively as by arms, if one 
can create division and confusion inside it. 

Political Warfare 

Now, I am sure that no one in author- 
ity in this administration would contradict 
this brief outline of the fascist political 
warfare, 

But why, then, try to combat it in a 
completely irrelevant way, according to 
concepts and procedures that are not 
apropos? In doing so, we are acting just as | 


| have shown, 


France acted, and are playing the fascist 
game, Hitler wants nothing more than that 
the suspicions of the United States gov- 
ernment should be turned against our 
alien friends and his victims instead of 
against our ideological enemies of what- 
ever nationality. While we are pursuing 
Hitler's victims, his agents continue their 
termite work. While we are registering 
German and Italian democrats, the real 
pullers of fascist strings are planning for 
the next congressional elections. 

New methods of warfare require new 
weapons of defence. The political methe 
ods we are using are as ouldated as horse 
cavalry against panzer divisions. 

While we are making life precarious 
for those whom Hitler and Mussolini have 
already persecuted, the Axis powers are 
using Americans and Hungarians and 
other of their “allies” as foreign agents in 
this country, and a Hungarian newspaper 
in Bridgeport is advising its readers to 
listen to the Hungarian short-wave broad- 
casts which are made by Hitler's propa- 
ganda ministry. 

We are following red herring scents. 

It is not humanitarianism that promps 
these lines, It is a desire to win the war, 
It is a desire that we should display con- 
siderably more intelligence in the field of 
political warfare than other countries 
New times, new methods, 
New dangers, new devices for meeting the 
dangers. 

Instead we are using, by and large, the 
political concepts and procedures of. 1917, 
They don’t meet the problem. They cone 
fuse the issues.

Light Tests In 
City Schools To 
Be Carried Out 


Decision to install a fluorescent 
lighting unit, and a Neon lighting 
unit, in two classrooms at Queen 
Alexandra school, on an experi- 
mental basis, was made Tuesday 
night at a meeting of the property 
committee of the Edmonton Pub- 
lic School board. 


On recommendation of Trustee 
Einar Gunderson, the superintend- 
ent of plant J. M. McAfee was in- 
structed to obtain information from 
other schools as to the efficiency of 
the new types of lighting used else- 
where on the continent. 


INADEQUATE LIGHTING 

During the discussion Supt. Mc- 
Afee reported that six schools, Nor- 
wood, Alex Taylor, Queen Alexan- 
dta, McKay Avenue, McCauley and 
the addition to the Oliver school 
had inadequate lighting and the 
step will be taken to discover 
whether fluorescent or neon light- 
ing will be more satisfactory. 

Installation will be made in the 
immediate future. It was pointed 
out that in the classrooms mention- 
ed, the lighting could be increased 
from between 2 and 5 foot candle 
power to between 9 and 12 foot 
power, through fluorescent lighting. 

Request for sound-proofing of the 
auditorium at McCauley school was 
tabled, and Supt. McAfee instructed 
to investigate the costs of sound- 
proofing materials, 

Application from the Ukrainian 
Association for use of city schools 
for language instruction was reject- 
ed. A request from Halsey E, Wake- 
lin, minister of the Central Church 
of Christ (Disciples for use of the 
Spruce Avenue school for religious 
instruction was tabled pending the 
return of Mr. Wakelin to the city in 
mid-February. 


FUEL COSTS 
Report on a small fire in the 
Technical school was submitted. 


Fire broke out Jan. 28th in the 
general shop of the school and was 
put out almost immediately with 
damage of $23. It was reported that 
the disconnected furnace pipe from 
which fire broke out had been re- 
placed. 

Summaries of coal costs, and light 
and water costs were submitted. 
Coal in January costs $2,957 against 
$3,726 in the same month last year. 
Light charges for the whole of 1941 
amounted to $7,663 against $7,348 
last year, and water costs in 1941 
were $3,726 against $3,194 in the 
previous year. It was pointed out 
that the new sch6ols of Westglen 
and Glenora were responsible for 
part of the increases, and the 11 per 
cent Increase in the water rate ef- 
fective from January 1941 was also 
noted. General maintenance 
amounted to $1,685 of the $36,000 
appropriation,

The Debt Adjustment board had 
been a benefit to many in the 
Province and had “justified its 
existerice,” Rev. J. A, Wingblade, 
8.C., Wetaskiwin, said in urging 
that efforts be made to establish 
legislative authority for it to carry 
on its work.

Students at city schools are 
better cared for, physically, than 
they have been for some years, 


and the standards of nourishments 
are noticeably improved, it was 
reported Tucsday might, at a 
meeting of the Edmonton Public 
School Board, 

In submitting his monthly report, 
Dr. G. E. Swallow, medical in- 
spector of schools, reported the 
progress in health standards, “In 
part, the improvement is due to 
more employment at present and 
the falling off of diet fads,” he 
stated. “The slimming diets, the five, 
seven and 20-day diets seem to 
have gone out of favor, and the 
health of the children is definitely 
better,” he said. The same, he stated, 
applied to the condition of the 
children’s teeth.

During January medical exam- 
inations in high schools was com- 
pleted, and complete physica] ex- 
aminations of students in grades 4 
and 5 was commenced. Next month 
the diphtheria prevention campaign 
will also start.

imposition of those controls ts 
one thing; by andfot whom 
they are exercised is another 
thing,” he said. 

Urging the appointment of ade- 
quate labor representation on all 
boards of control in any branch of 
industry, he said, “It is upon these 
men and women (the workers) that 
victory depends.” 


POST-WAR PERIOD 

He urged that, while the safe- 
guards of labor representation on 
wurtime labor boards were needed, 
“something more” would be re- 
quired against the post-war period. 

“How are the workers and farm- 
ers of Canada going to fare in the 
post-war period? What safeguard 
will they have then against the 
corporate state tendencies which 
are now so apparent in this coun- 
try?” he asked. 

“| think the only satisfactory 
answer to that question can be 
given in the one word—organ- 
ization. I contend that the work- 
ers of Canada, which, of course, 
includes the farmers of Canada, 
will be utterly helpless to enforce 
anything in the nature of economic 
democracy without strong, milit- 
ant, effective organisation.” 

Noting with satisfaction the an- 
nouncement in the speech from the 
throne that a committee would be 
appointed to review the Workmen's 
Compensation Act ‘Accident Fund), 
he said, “I trust that the formation 
of such a committee will include 
representatives of labor and in- 
dustry.” ' 


ATTACKS ARTICLE 

He attacked an article in “Today 
and Tomorrow.” organ of the Social 
Credit board and whose editor-in- 
chief is Hon. Lucien Maynard, 
minister of municipal affairs, as 
“one of the most scurrilous and ly- 
ing references to organized labor 
I have ever read.”

“They like the disci- 
pline.” she said. “They work well 
together and the men have never 
had anything but respect for the 
way they have handled their jobs.

A uniform is an asset, to the 
minds of all the girls, Sgt. Yarwood 
stated. “We know that wherever 
we go, our uniforms are right, and 
we've none of the bother of keep- 
ing a big wardrobe organized.”* It 
saves trouble in moving about.

Estimated revenue from desk 
funds, rents, duplicate pay system 
and government grant for 1942 was 
placed at $5,350, slightly less than 
the actual revenue from these 
sources in 1941.

The patient being bothered by in- 
somnia or sleeplessness wants to 
know what to do to get some relief. 
That ig the main thought in his 
mind—what to do to get a good 
night’s sleep. This article for today 
will deal with the “what to do” 
side of the problem. 

The most common cause of in- 
somnia is the irritation produced 
from indigestion, and frgm_ the 
pressure of large quantities of gas 
in the stomach or intestines. The 
patient may not be aware of this 
cause, simply because no pain is 
produced. However, if you can't 
sleep and you find that the abdo- 
men is so full of gas it is like a 
drum, then T suggest you try doing 
this: Get out of bed and go to the 
bathroom and take a plain water 
enema, using one quart of plain 
water at about body temperature. 

Sometimes patients are unable to 
relax into a refreshing sleep be- 
cause of mental irritation. If you 
find you are nervously or mentally 
keyed up when you retire and be- 
gin to toss and turn instead of 
sleeping, then it would be a good 
plan to do this: Regulate your 
breathing so that you are taking 
long, slow rhythmical breaths. Try 
to breathe as you imagine you will 
breathe when you are sound asleep 


When you have your breathing 
slowed down do this: 

Beginning with the feet, delib- 
erately try to relax every muscle 
all over the body. First send a mes- 
sage to relax to the feet, then the 
ankles, then the lower legs, the 
knees, the thighs. the lower abdo- 
men and so on. Just lie there 
comfortably and try to “let go”. It 
may help you to imagine that the 
legs and arms are as heavy as lead 
This practice will reduce muscular 
tension and when combined with 
slow, regular breathing, will often 
be all you need to send you into 
slumber. 

You will fall asleep even more 
readily if you will until you are 
relaxed and then begin to suggest 
the word, “Sleepy”, to yourself, 
saying it over and over mentally. 
Keep the breathing slow and keep 
the suggestion “Sleepy”, going 
through your mind. This will have 
an almost magical influence in lull- 
ing you into a deep sleep, 

Sometimes those who do brain 
work during the day will awaken 
and find that sleep has seemingly

Filet Crochet Is Easy Needlework Your Baby

It is only within the past 10 years 
that there has been in some hospi- 
tals a tendency to consider an ap- 
praisal and measurement of the 


thymus gland, one of the routine 
measures in infant care. This came 
about when it became apparent 
that an enlarged thymus gland 
could cause an inexplicable death— 
a preventable fatality had the thy- 
mus gland’s size been measured, 
The small baby always has a 

large thymus gland. This perches 
over the throat and influences 
breathing when the gland hap- 
pens to be abnormally large, The 
tiny victim of a large thymus 
breathes heavily, as if from a 
cold, though there are no obvious 
symptoms of cold. Most mothers 
express it this way: “My baby 
sounds as if he had a chest cold, 
but rubbing him with camphor- 
ated oil seems to do no good.” 

Some babies wheeze or make & 
sort of crowing noise when breath- 
ing. And in the upper brackets of 
symptoms of an over-large thymus 
gland is the child's tendency to hold 
his’ breath and grow faint and weak 
because of it. Such actions have 
been mis-treated as temper tan- 
trums when the child was come 
pletely unable to help himself be- 
cause of the pressure of the thymus 
gland under stress of excitement or 
pain 

Mrs. C. T. C, has asked for this 
explanation of the thymus gland 
and its symptoms, and wishes I 
would tell her my own reactions to 
X-ray treatments for such over- 
large glands. 

“This boy who is affected is only 
16 months old and the doctor has 
warned the parents that the child 
is liable to sudden death during 
sleep. Because we had a mutual 
friend who lost a daughter from X- 
ray burns of the liver, so that she 
could not resist another infection, 
this mother has advised my friend 
against these treatments. Natural- 
ly she is in a quandary and is 
greatly distressed. Would you 
please discuss this.” 

I should take the doctor's advice 
unhesitatingly. You have only this 
friend's word that the child's liver 


was “burned” and that she died of | 


an infection because of that. What- 
ever caused the need for X-ray 
treatments might also have been 
the cause of death. p

‘Club Speaker 


“Hitler is seeking to unite the 
world by ferocity, war and fear. We 
must seek to unite the world by a 
sense of world inter-dependence, 
co-operation and justice which are 
the essentials of democracy.” So 
spoke Mrs. John Davidson of To- 
ronto at a tea of the Women's Can- 
adian Club of' Edmonton in the Mac- 
donald hotel on Tuesday afternoon. 

Mrs. Davidson, born in Riga 
which is now Latvia, was educaicd 
there, in the United States and in 
China. During the last ten years she 
has lived in Canada and has lectur- 
ed widely, speaking to Canadian 
women on events of this modern 
world.. She has based all of her 
addresses on current events and the 
role women are called upon to 
play. She entitled her speech on 
Tuesday, “The World and You.” 


CAUSES OF CHAOS 

The causes, in the main, of the 
chaos today are 1, an indifference 
to affairs in remote areas of the 
world, thinking them’ unrelated to 
ourselves; 2, a false sense of secur- 
ity and 3, a failure to comprehend 
the. industrial and scientific pro- 
gress of our time and to relate that 
development with the needs atid 
progress of mankind. ° 2 

“It there is one word truly. char- 
acteristic of our world today, it is 
the word “inter-dependence,” she 
said, “While we have been prepared, 
and glad to accept, the products 
from far-away corners of the world 
as pleasant adjuncts to our life, we 
have not taken ipto consideration 
the “human” element representative 
in these products. We have not 
cared, really, for anyone.but our- 
selves and our own little world and 
“way of life.” 

“We have iaken for granted that 
our.way of life and government is 
the best, and is secure and have not 
taken into account the weight of 
forces in opposition to us. When we 
have really recognized the world 
sense of inter-dependence and the 
need. for unity with people in all 
parts of the world, and have sought 
to share our own precious “democ- 
racy” with all, we can invigorate 
the world with that gospel of dem- 
ocracy—and be assured of victory” 
HAs CHALLENGE 

“The world has a challenge for 
each one of you,” she said. “That is 
the daily rededication of yourselves 
to your democratic beliefs of free- 
dom. The world democracy implies 
the rule of the people for the good 
of all, is “that type of government 
which gives every man his chance 
to do his best for the whole” 

“This form of government we 
know and accept as democracy must 
be really believed in and practised 
by us. This form, with its implied 
freedom of the individual—freedom 
from persecution, fear and want and 
its chance for a full, rich life, we 
know is best. It is only our active 
_ participation in it that will con- 
vince others of its value, truth and 
lasting power.

“By ‘the ‘practise of those tenets 
we hold dear in our daily lives, we 
can serve our country and Empire 
best, and prove that democracy is 
still the ‘last best hope of earth’ and 
that it will outlive all lesser creeds.”

Amendment Gives 
Power To Recover 
Mental Case Costs 


Mental Defectives Act amend- 
ment introduced in the legislature 
last week is to give municipalities 
power to recover from a mental de- 
fective who has property, the costs 
of maintenance in an institution, it 


was shown in printed copies of the 
bill. 


Responsibilty for support of men-} 


tal defectives now rests with the 
municipality, with power to recoy- 
er from persons legally responsible. 
The amendment will give the right 
to file a caveat against lands owned 
by the patient to recover outlay 


compulsory service.

“I freely admit there may be 
faults in that we have not yet 
taken full measures to replace those 
who have come from the farms by 
making certain that workers are 
provided to keep those farms in 
operation,’ said the minister, 

“A very important part of the 
selective service plan which the 
prime minister announced will be 
to deal with that particular situa- 
tion because the indications are that 
more, rather than less, workers will 
be needed in this tremendously vital 
activity.”

The effective strength of the 
active army now, after 295,000 en- 
listments, is 255,000, Col. Ralston 
said. The 1942 program, he warned, 
does not mean that at the end of 
the year the forces will have total 
strength indicated by the additional 
enlistments, for there will be cas- 
ualties and wastage.

Little New 
Legislation | 
For Ontario 


TORONTO, Feb, 11—( CP)—A 
program containing little new leg- 
islation was set out in the speech 
from the throne read by Hon. 
Albert Matthews, Lieutenant- 
governor, at the opening of the 
seventh session of the 20th Ont- 
ario legislature today. 

There will be legislation to give 
all Ontario residents in the fight- 
ing forces, irrespective of age or 
where they are stationed, a vote in 
the next provincial election. 

A change also was forecast in the 
Ontario statutes to provide for the 
federal government taking over 
collection of corporation and in- 
come taxes for duration of the war 

An act respecting social disease 
is expected to provide for a com- 
pulsory blood test of both principles 
before marriage in the province. 

One-quarter of Ontario's power 
production now is going to war in- 
dustry and the speech said that in 
order to mect further demands from 
this source “some restriction of el- 
ectric power for less essential use 
will be necessary." Power output 
exceeded 2,000,000 horsepower for 
the first time last October, and the 
output is still increasing. 

The speech said plans already 
are under consideration concern- 
ing post-war employment.

Introduction’ of the legis- 
lation in the house of commons is 
expected almost immediately after 
the present throne speech debate 
ends.

Dies At Hobbema} Will Speak Today 


Chief Joe Samson, 76, leader of 
the Samson tribe of Indians at 
Hobbema for 42 years. and one of 
the last hereditary Indian chiefs in 
Canada, died on Monday. He will 
be buried in the United Church 
cemetery at Hobbema, with services 
in the United Church, Procession 
of the Indians from hig tribe and 
others will follow the home-made 
coffin to the grave. 

His father signed the peace treaty 
in 1885, the year in which Louis 
Riel incited halfbreeds and some 
Indians in a second rebellion. Chief 
Samson's last wishes that he be 
buried in a coffin made on the re- 
serve will be observed, with his 
other wish that word of the death 
of the great chief, Joe Samson, be 
made known to all Cree Indians in 
Alberta. 

The chief's successor will be 
selected by ballot on a democratic 
basis, the first such election among 
the members of the Samson tribe. 
Col, A. G. B. Lewis, V-D., Indian 
agent, will preside at the election.
